To  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  upon  matters 
relating  to  Public  Health  in  the  District  for  the  year  1952, 

There  has  been  a small  increase  in  total  population  over 
the  preceding  yoar,  and  a considerable  increase  in  the  "Natural 
Increase  in  Population", 

The  Birth-rate  of  19*1  per  1,000  of  population  is  a high 
rate  and  may  be  compared  with  the  average  rate  of  15*3 
throughout  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  extensive 
housing  programme  of  the  Council  no  doubt  contributes  greatly 
to  the  high  birth-rate. 

There  was  an  increased  number  of  still-births  during  1952, 
which  occurred  generally  throughout  all  Districts.  The  reasons 
for  this  are  obscure.  The  number  of  Illegitimate  Births 
remained  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  general  Death-rate  of  9.3  per  1,000  population  is  a 
low  Death-rate,  and  must  be  considered  most  satisfactory.  The 
average  Death-rate  throughout  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales 
was  11,3. 

It  has  always  been  recognised  that  the  first  year  is  a 
criticial  period  in  a person’s  life.  Consequently  special 
attention  has  been  paid,  over  the  past  5 years,  to  deaths  of 
children  under  1 yoar  of  age  i.e.  Infant  Mortality.  The  Infant 
Mortality  rate  for  the  District  for  1952  was  26, S deaths  per 

1 .000  births,  Thi3  rate  may  be  compared  with  the  rate  of 

47.0  in  1947 5 and  the  rate  of  17.6  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  in  1952,  Most  Infant  Deaths  now  occur  during  the  first 
month  of  life,  i.e,  the  noo  natal  period.  This  is  demonstrated 
by  the  fact  that  5 out  of  the  6 Infant  Deaths  in  the  District 
during  1952  occurred  during  the  first  4 weeks  of  life. 

The  number  of  Cancer  deaths  increased  somewhat  during  1952, 
but  the  Cancer  Death-rate  in  the  District  is  still  considerably 
lower  than  the  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  Any 
improvement  in  Cancer  mortality  statistics,  at  present,  can 
only  be  looked  for  by  more  and  bettor  means  of  treatment. 

There  was  a largo  increase  in  the  number  of  Violent  Deaths 
during  1952,  There  were  2 fatal  road  accidents,  and  3 cases 
of  accidental  drowning. 

There  was  a very  low  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  during 
the  year.  The  doorcase  was  particularly  noticeable  in  relation 
to  Measles  and  Whooping-cough,  The  District  escaped  Infantile 
Paralysis,  Also  for  the  5th  successive  year  no  case  of 
Diphtheria  was  reported. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  note  a drop  in  the  number  of  fresh 
eases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  from  13  in  1951  to  10  in  1952* 

On  the  other  hand  there  was  an  increase  of  deaths  duo  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  were  no  eases  and  no  deaths  from 
Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  was  a decrease  in  both  the  number  of  Immunisations 
against  Diphtheria,  and  vaccinations  against  Smallpox,  over  the 
preceding  year. 

85# 2 % of  Milk  supplies  proved  to  bo  satisfactory.  This  is 
not  quite  so  high  as  tho  preceding  year,  but  must  still  be 
considered  satisfactory, 

92.3/?  of  Ice-Cream  samples  were  satisfactory.  This  is  a 
high  percentage  and  must  be  considered  most  satisfactory. 

The  Council's  Housing  Programme  continued  at  a high  level 
of  efficiency  during  the  year.  The  provision  of  large  numbers 
of  new  houses  has  undoubtedly  had  beneficial  effect  upon  all 
the  Vital  Statistics,  apart  from  the  personal  beneficial  effect 
upon  the  persons  rehoused.  There  is  still,  however,  a hard 
core  of  housing  problems.  The  marriage  rate  remains  fairly 
high  in  the  District,  and  every  newly  wed  couple  look  forward 
to  a home  of  their  own.  Also  the  general  increase  of  the 
older  age-groups  requires  thought  to  be  given  to  the  housing 
problems  of  the  aged. 

Part  II  of  this  Report  reflects  the  volume  of  work  carried 
on  by  tho  Public  Health  and  other  Departments  of  the  Council. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council, 
and  Officers,  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation.

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Mineral  Water  Factories* 

One  mineral  water  factory  known  as  the  Regent  Mineral 
Water  Factory,  owned  by  Messrs.  W.  L.  Thomas  & Son  is  situated 
in  the  Urban  Area  at  Pill.  The  building  is  of  corrugated  iron 
structure  with  concrete  floor.  An  adequate  and  wholesome  water 
supply  is  available  from  the  main  public  supply.  The 
manui actur ing  plant  is  of  the  type  supplied  by  Messrs#  Barnet 
and  Foster  and  the  filler  and  crowner  machine  is  capable  of 
dealing  with  eighty  dozen  bottles  per  hour. 

The  bottles  are  thoroughly  washed  in  a large  tank  of  water, 
containing  detergent  and  are  then  mechanically  rinsed  with  clean 
water. 


The  general  cleanliness  of  personnel  employed  is  satisfactory, 
and  water  closets  and  facilities  for  hand  v/ashing  are  available 
for  the  staff. 

During  the  year  no  bottle  rinsings  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Four  visits  to  the  factory  were 
made. 


Retail  Food  Shops. 


There  are  seventy  three  retail  food  shops  in  the  area, 
including  ten  butchers,  eight  fruit  and  vegetable  shops  and  ten 
shops  which  retail  confectionery  only. 

The  six  multiple  stores  have  adequate  hand  v/ashing  facilities 
and  sanitary  accommodation  for  their  staffs.  The  majority  of 
the  small  retail  shops  are  family  businesses  and  the  domestic 
sanitary  accommodation  serves  the  shop  as  well.  Generally 
speaking,  the  standard  of  food  handling  in  the  district  is 
satisfactory.

The  District  is  served  for  sewage  disposal,  with  a drainage 
system  which  was  installed  in  the  year  1932,  The  system  is 
gravitational,  and  falls  to  a storage  chamber  situated  at  Hakin 
Point,  Sewage  is  automatically  discharged  (untreated)  from  this 
storage  chamber,  on  the  ebb  tide,  into  the  Haven, 

The  system  also  takes  storm  water,  and  is  adequate  to  meet 
this  extra  flow  under  normal  circumstances.

The  public  sewers  were  treated  for  rodent  infestation 
in  June,  when  348  manholes  were  baited,  and  December  when  174 
manholes  were  baited.  Fifty  eight  bodies  were  recovered  and 
there  was  an  estimated  kill  of  588  rodents. 

Treatments  are  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
include  prebaiting  and  poison  baiting.  Poisons  used  are  zinc 
phosphide  and  arsenious  oxide.  Warfarin  is  now  used  extensively 
and  by  using  this  poison  prebaiting  can  be  dispensed  with. 

By  carrying  out  regular  systematic  treatments,  the 
rodent  population  has  been  considerably  reduced,  especially  in 
the  Docks  area  and  on  the  Refuse  tip.  However,  bearing  in 
mind  the  fecundity  of  the  rat,  there  is  no  room  for  complacency 
in  this  particular  field  of  rodent  control. 
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Sanitation  in  Public  Houses* 

There  are  thirty  two  licensed  premises  in  the  District, 
The  general  standard  of*  cellar  management  is  good  and  the  method 
of  glass  washing  and  sterilising  is  usually  satisfactory. 

Improvements  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  have  been 
carried  out  in  several  public  houses  and  it  can  be  said  that 
the  general  standard  of  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory. 

The  three  cinemas  and  the  three  public  halls  in  the  town 
have  separate  sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Two  all  purpose  public  conveniences  for  both  sexes  are 
situated  in  Spikes  Lane  and  the  Market  Square. 

Two  urinals  for  male  use  are  located  in  Point  Street 
and  Victoria  Hill, 

Bucket  Latrines  are  still  provided  at  Gellyswick 
during  the  summer  months.

Out  of  the  1,683  persons  examined,  115  proved  to  have  some 
abnormality,  ie. approximately  7$.  The  majority  of  abnormalities 
were  of  a minor  nature  not  requiring  any  special  treatment. 

Seven  (7)  persons  were  required  to  bo  further  examined  and 
investigated  for  suspected  Tuberculosis.  Other  abnormalities 
detected  were  Heart  Disease,  Bronchitis,  Bony  abnormalities 
and  Fibrosis.
